CORK, Oct 30.- The first act of in- 


terference with the solemnity attend- 
ing the lying in state at the city hall 
of the body of Lord .Mayor MacSwiney, 
came this afternoon when a sr:uad of 
British government soldiers tore off 
the mourning drapery- that had been 
hung over the city hall door. 


Tho crowd of mourners outside 


showed symptoms of increased indig- 
nation at this act, but up to the time 
of cabling, no disorders had occurred. 


Thousands are viewing Macgwiney's 


body, which is clad in the uniform-of 
a brigadier general in the Sinn Fein 
army. Republican officers are guard- 
Ing the casket. 
The death room is 


piled with wreaths and floral gifts of 
eveiy description. 


Long before the first rays of the 


rising sun added their gold to the col- 
ors of the flag o fthe Republic of Ire- 
land fluttering at half mast atop the 
city hall of this ancient Celtic town, a 
huge throng of mourners had gathered 
outside. 


Within, guarded by an honor squad 


of Irish volunteers, lies the body, of 
Terence MacSwiney, wso as lord may- 
or of this city walked scores of times 
each day across the very spot where 
his flower decked coffin now rests. 
The body will lie in state there until 
the solemn funeral service tomorrow 
morning. 


Only a few paces from where the 


casket stands MacSwiney was arrest- 
ed on August 12, the day lie began the 
hunger strike which ended his life a 
week ago today in Brixton 
prison, 


London.

American Claims Against 


Mexicans Will Be Up For 
Settlement 


TERMS ARE UNKNOWN 
Americans In Mexico to Be 


Protected By the Obregon 
Government 


WASHINGTON. Oct. SO—With early 


recognition of a new Mexican forecast 
ny Secretary of State Colby interest 
today turned to the probable time of 
the extension of recognition. 


Secretary of State Colby and other 


officials of the state department de- 
clined to make any statement as to- 
whether recognition would come be- 
fore the Inauguration 
of President- 


elect. Obregon, December 1. 


It was generally believed here, how- 


ever, that this government will await 
the inauguration of Obregon and the 
formation of his cabinet before 
ex- 


tending recognition to Mexico. 


The announcement by Secretary 


Colby that negotiations for the recog- 
nition of Alexico gave promise of a 
speedy and happy outcome, came as a 
considerable surprise in official cir- 
cles here for the state department had 
given the intimation that steps tor 
the recognition of Mexico were pro- 
ceeding slowly. 


The turn in the tide, it is understood 


came when Koberto Pesqueira gave 
assurance to the state department that 
Mexico is "submitting herself to the 
principles of international law." This 
fact coupled with, the assurances ot 
Pesqueira, the confidential agept of 
the Mexican government, that every 
jjrotetetion will be given Americans in 
Mexico Isj believed to have brot the 
negotiations to a point where the sec- 
retary felt warranted in forecasting 
early recognition. 


There was much Interest here today 


in the president's terms for the settle- 
ment of claims against Mexico and the' 
settlement o£lxpU controversies. 


There are many hundreds of Ameri- 


can claims against .Mexico and it is 
the general impression here that an 
agreement will be reached whereby 
all these claims will be submitted to 
a board of adjudication. 


The extent of control of the Mexican 


government over the American owned 
oil wolla in Mexico is another question 
of deep Import, which munt be settled. 
It is probable that an agreement will 
be made whereby Americans will have 
more freedom in operations of these 
wolls and will not be subjected to as 
heavy taxes and strict regulations aa 
in tho past.

V^ Neither can escape the meshes of a million-dollar meeting, 
which not only is to allot $500,000 to the fighters, but is to pro- 
vide comfortably for the three promoters who had the canniness 
to pool their interests.

This most expensive spectacle of the ages has a primitive 
but rather complicated appeal. It will draw a crowd because it 
is a meeting between two men who are both supposed to be ex- 
traordinary hitters. It will attract because it is supposed to be 
a battle between a very fast man and one not so fast who is big- 
ger and stronger. It will be popular because it will settle the 
question of pugilistic supremacy between Europe and America. 
Finally, it has an absorbing interest because it puts in question 
the old idea of Anglo-Saxon fighting superiority. Carpentier, 
despite the ancient English boast that any Briton could do for 
three "frogs," put Beckett away in less than a round. Dcmpsey 
is of a different blood—Irish and Indian are in him, and the new 
world environment has put its stamp on generations of his an- 
cestors. Nevertheless, he stands for the English-speaking race 
and carries the British tradition with him. Carpentier is a Latin. 
He revives in a more exciting form the question, brot forward by 
the Olvmpic games, of the athletic possibilities of his race. That 
he is in appearance "Norman, that is to say English; Norman, 
that is to say French," makes no difference to the public. 
To see which of two strong men is faster and stronger, to 
see which continent and which race can bear the world the 
greatest fighter, we are prepared to offer much. The fight has 
been called a million-dollar meeting. There is no question that 
it will bring its promoters all of a million. In the midst of a cam- 
paign.for our presidency it can get the popular pi-omise for more 
money than one great political party can secure with labor and 
pleading. Perhaps a hundred people will "match the Presi- 
dent."Hundreds will pay two hundred dollars to see from "ring- 
aide seats" this clash of a few minutes between cave men. 
Brady, Cochran, and Rickard will collect in one evening 2y2 per 
cent, of what New York State proposes to pay its ex-soldiers in 
bonuses, and Carpentier and Dempsey will earn in an hour al- 
most seven times what a President receives in a year. A good 
ficht does not seem to lose caste as we adventure in civilization.
